The Indlca- 
ttona are that a well-orfcanized rebellion against 
ttte aathoritr of Great Britain b Impending In 
Ireland -a rebellion prompted by the long- 
deferred hopes ef Irish ind^iendence. We are 
iadined, however, to regard nneh that has 
lately been eaid and written in regard to the 
Fenian Brotherhood ae an exaggeration of the 
alme and magnitude of tbe orgaalzttion. Tbe 
acconnte gii-en of it are doabtlese orer-etatod; 
tnt It b nevertlieleee tme that a morement ie 
about to be made npon a considerable ecale. 
having In view Iteland'e independence of Eng- 
land. BoL ae our oomemporary of tbe Cincin- 
nati Timee eaye In reference to thb enbject, 
when the immense reeonrcee of tbe B.-dlbh em- 
pire are taken into roneideration, it might 
hardly be credited that ench a design would be 
eiienelT entertained. 

Yet similar reasons might have deterred the 
8cnth from attempting the d!.°tolntion of the 
Ugior. I'Ot, ae we all know, tbe might and 
pc wer of the flovenunmt did not prevent the 
conteet. The Fenians may expect to find that 
tbe gresteet interference with their plans will 
come trem the determined opposition of tbe 
clergy. The etrict rules of the Roman < atholic 
faith in regard to secret societiee is tbe great 
obstacle, and it b only by disregarding tbe 
authority of the Church that tbe scheme has at- 
tained eonsbtency. Tbe clergy in Ireland are 
as bitteriy hostile to the Fenian organization as 
tbCR- are here, and from tbe inception to the 
cnlmiLation of the design its projectors will 
find themselvce thwarted b>’ clerical vigilance. 

If they are able to even keep their organization 
together for any length of time, under such ad- 
vene iofluenoes, it will be remarkable indeed. 

li tie Fenians escape the perils arUiog from 
the tradiUonal want of cohesiveness in the Irish 
cbarscler, it will be proof of a radical change 
ie tl'cir nsnal method of condneting such enter- 
ptbea. Though the>- have ever exhibited self- 
denial and a disregard of personal oonae- 
quecres, they arc not sufficiently capable of 
foregoing for the geueral wdlare the accom- 
I Ushment cf their individual objects of ambi- 
tion. The passion which makes them so keenly 
sensitive in regard to tbe injustice which they 
Lave suffered at the bands of tbe English Gov- 
emirent makes them pecniiarty apt to quar- 
rel among themselves. They have ever been 
restive under the authority which b necessary 
to sucrees. In every effort they have made to 
secure their independenoe, tbe fable of tbe bun- 
dle of Micks has been forgotten, and licuds 
among their diieb deieated their plans with tbe 
certainty of fate. Napoleon said to O'Meara at 
St. Belaca in re fe r ri ng to the Irish leaders who 
endeavored to indnee him to send an expedition 
to Irdand, "They could offer no plan, were di- 
vided in opinion, and were constantly quarrel- 
ing wKh cue another.” 

All the genius of the rsee b in vain if unity 
does not exist. With tbe kindest feelings for 
the Irish people, it b sUil impossible to over- 
took thb fatal defect in their national temper. 
Every eflort of combined action b defeated by 
it, and conteeta, not lev bitter nor envenomed 
than the famous encocuter between Grattan 
and Flood, destroy tbe harmony of every cxec- 
ntive meeting. Tbe Sequence of Curran, the 
accom] 'Ushments of EmmiU, the devoted patri- 
otism of Lord Edward Fit/gerald, and the en- 
ergy c f tbe gallant and hi^ minded Tone, have 
been exerted in vain. No one bnt that unri- 
valed tactidan O'Connei ever controlled tbe 
Iri^h with tbe deiTKXic power requisite for tbe 
task. But be exercised hL> authority for bb 
own purposes, and Us memory has been buried 
with Lim; and now the last of the O'Conneb 
bolds an t ffice under the gift of an Euglbh Pru- 
ml<g. 

But there b another aspect of the qaesUon; 
the itjuty which they may be able to eff'cct b 
net nearly eo prol'lematlc as success. We are 
infornKd by telegraph of an intended pnrebase 
of vesaeb I > this organization. The influence 
of a few privateers npon the American com- 
memt during the rebelilon was most disastrons. 
The commercial fleet of England covers every 
■ea, and the rich prizes which it presents offer 
the greatest opportunity for revenge. Foreign 
potentates, like the inugrinary Rmporor of 
Chiaa. may build, launch, and equip ves!>eb In 
a theesand ports of tbe world npon the snthor- 
Uy of the precedents of iaw-loving Great 
Briain. International law will be powerless to 
prevent this hypothetical potentate from paying 
John Bull in hb own coin through Fenian 
agency. The unjust course of tbe English peo- 
ple, and the open manner in which men, styling 
tbcBiselves BtiUeh merchants, were permltud 
to send oat ships to prey upon the commerce of 
a frkndly state, will cot soon be forgoUon, and 
thev wiil have no grounds of compiaint if 
others are as unscrui-uions as themselTes. 

0 * A telegraphic dispatch several da.'-s ago 
acm ncoed that Juarez, tbe leader of tbe Lib- 
eral party in Mexico, having teen overthrowu 
by Maximillian. had determined to seek refuge 
in the United Btatas, and wonld soon be in tbe 
city of New Yoit That dbpatch was evi- 
dently without foundation in fact, for in a pri- 
va'e letter from Juarez, dated E! Paso del 
N'-'fic. Angnst IT, be says: ‘ I have established

Line some time, after which 1 shall fix my resi- 
dence In one of the cities of tbe interior States. 
Our esemies fail! probably announce tbe dlsso-

BnCTHEKS: It is projicr that thank'’ should be 
retnmod to tbe Great Spirit, the Creator of us all, 
that onr lives Lave been preserved to meet upon 
this occnsioiL 

ThD, as you see, has been done in onr style of 
addressing tbe Great S]>irH. We have thanked 
Him for Ilis goodness in keeping us in good 
health, and for patting it into your minds to 
meet us at this time. We trust thk His wisdom 
msy guide ns all in the deliberations on every 
question that may ceme before us. We are 
clad to meet so many of onr brothers in coon- 
cU, and pray tbe Great Spirit to keep von all in 
health and to preserve yonr wives and children 
during yonr absence and return ns all safelv to 
our homes when cmr Conncil shall terminate. 

BrotLers. yon will listen further. Yonr Greet 
Father, tbe President, bearing that tbe Indians 
in the senthwest desl^ to meet Commissioaers 
sent by him in Conncil to renew their alle- 
giarce to the United States and to settle diffi. 
cnlties among themselves, which have arisen in 
confe;nence of a portion of tbe several tribes 
nnitieg wUh wiclu^ white men wbo have en- 
gaged in war, has sent commissiocers now be- 
fore yen, to hear and ronsider any m dter which 
von inay desire to lay before us,' and to make a 
I treaty' of peace and amity with ail his red chil- 
dren wrbo may desire his favor and prole.lion. 

PorikiDS ot several tribes and nations have 
attempted to throw off their allegiance to the 
United State-, and have made treaty stipula- 
tions wiih the enemies of the Government, and 
teen in open war with those who remained 
and tree, and at war with the United 
'jtalfe. AU such have rig' tfuUy forfeitel all 
anrui ies and intereets in ttie land in the Indian 
Tirrliory. But, with the icmm of peace, after 
snldnicgand puLl-hing severely in liattle those 
who eauccd the rebeUlor, the Pre-Went is willing 
U) Lear bis erring children in extenuation ot 
I heir gicat crime. He has ant'aorized us to 
make new tiiaticn with such nations and tribu 
af ar» ■willing to be at j'esce among themselves 
and with the United States. The President bos 
ItiL I'leply pained by the course uf those wbo 
bast \iu:;i’lid iLcir plighted taith and treaty 
oliUgr tions. by eigsging in war with those In 
rei^llion against the L nitcd Slates. He directs 
us U. .-ay to th jfc who have remained true. enJ 
who l ave aided him in punishing the rebels, he 
is well plcfscd tt/'/i j/<n, and y onr right* and in- 
tereats will be protected by the Uuit^ States.

We thank yon for tbe kind expressions 
to those who have iwen loval and kept the con- 
ditions of onr treaties, and promising ns pro- 
tection in our rights. You nave asked that wc 
lay before, you our credentials as antborized 
tgezts to treat with tbe United Slates, and des- 
ignate certain persons to sign treaties. We 
come Irom onr t>eople with no antbority to 
mal e anv new treaty, nor enter into any new 
arrsngsBMnts for any of the other tribes. We 
bad notice to attend a C ooncil on tbe 1st. We 
bad fao information o( tbe object of tta Council. 
We have no instmetiens to act on tbe questions 
that have been brongbt before ns. If anything 
is re qnirri of us onr constitution and laws des- 
ignate tta manner in which we must treat. We 
have no antbority to act except in obedience to 
them.” 

Mik-ke-hutefae, of tbe Creeks, spoke for his 
tribe ss follows: "I thank God that you have 
coBiC to meet ns in conndl. 1 bare only a few 
words to say. 'What yoa want of ns as yet we 
hardly know. We know a part of what tbe 
OoArmmect wants of ns. Our people that wc 
leil brfaind consider that we come to meet tbe 
relel iieot le. see them, and make pea'-e with 
thi m. 'We thought that wa* all that was want- 
ed of ns, and that onr (Jreat Father, the Presi- 
dent, sent commbetoners'to see that we treated 
with them, and made peace with them 
"We kel thankftil that the Govemni?nt has 
sent cominksioters to titik with us, and we are 
gled to meet them. 

•‘We expect vou, Mr Commissioners, to tell 
n* all that the Govemmi nt wants of ns. When 
we know thaL we wUl he belter able to answer 

}cu. Wbec we don't ufiderataBd eacb other 



?<■* don’t know what to say or what to do. 
Whin we find cut I'crfectiy what the Govern- 
ment wants ns to do, then we wUl know how 
toacL” 

P.-s co-fp,of thcSeminoles, spoke for the tril>e 
as tollow*: “This forenoon we heard your do- 
sirtF; wc were not then able to answer — we are 
now. Onr nation ai'pointed ns delegatee to 
come and bear what onr Great Father the Presi- 
dint desired. Did not know when we left our 
homes that we came for new treaties; we were 
sent liere to meet with Indian friends who went 
with the ^utb, and make some understanding. 

I see nothing of these friends who went with 
the Srinth, and have, consequently, nothing to 
say. I see tbe President, our Great Father, has 
oikned the door again for those wbo went 
wrong; we know not what to say now. What 
bi ought us here was to compromise with the 
Southern di.«loyal Indians. Our friends here 
SCI m ready for an> thing; I am readv lor nuih- 
ir g > et, b^u.“e we have no piower from our 
tribe to treat with any but the disloyal Indians.” 
LouL* Denny, of the Senecas and Shawnecs, 
followed with these remarks: "We have not 
much to ray. Wc are thankful that it h -s 
pleased our grandfathers to meet ns in coun'-'il. 
We are not now prepared to :inbwer yoa but 
will t>p tc-morrow. ’’ 

Robt B. Patton, who came as a delegate by 
the advice of the A'gent Irom the loyal Caoc- 
tawa, offered a few remarks. Before pr:>cee<l- 
Ing to chronicle these I may s-ay that the lar- 
gest poition of the Choctaws were disloyal. 
(General Oms Bnseev, commanding the fron- 
tier dl-trirt, informs me that he fed from the 
(iovertroent commissary the loyal part of that 
tribe, and that they never numbered over one 
hundred and six, men, women, and children. 
The agent of the loval Choctaws reported, how- 
ever. tliat the names of two hundred and twelve 
Io>-al Choctaws appear on bis rolls and that 
ih'eee are those represented by Mr. Patton. Mr. 
P. spoke as follows: 

"Messpa. CoMMiS'ioxEu.r: I am not here to rep- 
resent the whole of tbe Choctaw Nation. There 
are very few of our tribe who are loyal. The 
mass of tbe nation joined hands with the reb- 
els. Oor agent has selected me to represent 
the few who have been loyal. 

*'We come only to ask justice at your hands. 

I have m> sell served two years In' the Union 
arii)>', and just received my discharge. Many 
others of the tribe have served in the same 
armr. All we desire is that we be ]>ermltted to 
retain poesc.'sion ol ‘.he lands granted u£ by the 

treaty ot 18.V). 

‘ ()nr party that I repre-sent was never disloy- 
al. Since the surrender I learn that about 
ktmdrtd ot onr tribe arc returning to 
a-k reception again under the urotection of tbe 
old flag, and to rerew their allcg'iance to tbe 
tlieat Father, the PresidenL 
“Our fnll-bloods have all come back. The 
hall- breeds have not come back, and are still 
di-i'oscd to be heslile to the Gijvernment. ’’ 

Silas Atnirlrong followed, as the representa- 
tive of tbe Wyandottes, Delawares, Pottawata- 
n.ies, and Kickai'oos, and a lew other scrtler- 
ieg bonds who. still preserving the names of 
Ibelr criginal tribes, permit their interests and 
dtsiinv to lie iiniled 'with the four tribes men- 
tioned. Mr. .\rmslrong is a white man, and 
beside* poert»-ing a firm will, displays an acute- 
ness (1 iiitellecl tA:it brands him as a close ob- 
HTVer and a deep thinker. His logic is ot the 
I'urtsL approaching nimost to the precision of 
a fonnula. and h'.« arguments are never far- 
fetched. lie is rather prolix, but if his words 
are prefuse. they have the virtue of being gram- 
matically blended and of exciting interest in his 
hearers.' His manner is that of a calm, quick 
thicktr, very little given to sharp and excited 
utterances. ' His elMUlion is rather in the con- 
ven-ational stjle, bnt when dlscu-slng some 
mlject that nearly relates to the Interests of 
hie tiile his words come 6 har]<er and quicker at 
timea, and in the em]>hasis that they carry liear 
also tbe fire of an eloquence that is capaUc of 
almost a burning brigbtne’s. 

He lies married in the tribe, hasa Eamilv, and 
feels bimsell, as he professes, nimost an Indian 
in every res]iecL I believe th *1 Armsliong has 
ambition enough to aspire to the chiel'tai-acy of 
an Indian nation, and if the delegates and fep- 
resentatlvfs of tbe tribe now assembled are f.-tir 
stmplts ol their leading men, I believe him to 
be CElirelv sujierior to any one that I have seen. 
Hi* sjxech ran as follows: 

C'oM.vnssiosKR.<-: I reuresent the 'Wy- 
andt ttcs. Delawares. Poltaw;itaial<-s, and a few 
olhir Judians Mho have become ac.-oci'rted with 
these t-ilcs.’’ 

Mr. Armstrong spoke at length on tbe sub- 
ject of a consul'talion that bud been held by ibe 
Choctaws and Uhenikeej at -Crmsir.ng 
Academy, and that those attending th-vi 
convciiiicn having reprefented the disloy- 
al io;tifns of those tribes h d cxTectcd 
cn tuFwer firm tbe Gover;:ment instea.1 of 
an invitation to attend another council at this 
fdace. However, information Was c imrauci- 
cated to tbe different tribes that ai-uther Giun- 
cil, in addition to that held at Armstrong Ac id- 
em}-. had t-een called to convene on the 1 -t of 
the month at this place. It was my nuder- 
Ftonding that tbe disloyal Indian* wonld send 
Commi; Stoners to that'GtoncU, which is this, 
and make arrangements to return to tbe posses- 
sion of our lands on conditions to be agreed on 
Utween them and the Government. The Chiel 
of the Choctaws onnonneed to his tribe, and 
those In ptoximity to his reserration, th.at the 
tribes of tcc Southwest were to come here for 
the pniqiOM of entering into treatiee with the 
Indian trilies that him been dislo.val and fur 
entering into arrangements for forming an In- 
dian Onfcdcracy. We in Kansas regard onr 
title to the lands that we are at present occupy- 
ing as extincL bscanse, bv a law of Congre-is 
passed early in 18C1, tbe Indians of Kansas were 
to be removed to territory further south. 

I have always sympathized with the Indian. 

I understand 'them, I believe, thoroughly, and 
I undei stand the white man pretty vrell. ' 1 be- 
lieve that to preserve the Indian tbe tribes 
ongbt to be consolidated for the purpose of 
having lands of onr brothers who sit around us, 
and 'Who will donbllees not be disturbed in the 
]X)f session of theh lands. They have more 
than they wsnL The Noitbem Indians — tho-e 
who were loval. I mean — thought that the 
Government would first make a treaty of peace 
with them, and see that treaties were matte by 
the tiihes among themselves. Tbe Indian 
enght, I believe, Mr. Commissioners, to be con- 
sdidatfd. Tbe Indians are not like the whites. 
Tbe Indian never forgets a feud. He harbors 
and nerses his hatred, and tbe disloyal element 
of tbe Indian tribes needs fusing with the loyal. 

Tbe only safety for the Indian is in a coloni- 
zation in some territory, and a consolidation of 
all the trikes. The white man nw' be kept out 
if he dcee not Intermarr}- with one of tbe tribes, 
and become an Indian at heart, in sympathy, 
and intcresL The Indian is naturally old fogy-, 
ish. I It member that when a proposition was 
under consideration for boildiug a railroad in 
Kan-os, which was to run through the Indian 
nserrailon, an old native chief siid to me. that 
it should not be itcrmitted. 1 attempted to ex- 
plain to blm that a railroad would prove a bene- 
fit to all tbe Indians, because it couUt not fail to 
cnbance the valne of ail the Is’idt in the reser- 
vatien. He said, in reply, that if railroads were 
permitted in the reservation th.-re was no more 
use for the Indian. He thought the Indian 
made for walking, hunting, r.inning, and liv- 
ing wild. He wanted none of the appliances of 
civilization. 

That is Ibc feeling among all tlie Indians 
every where. 1 believe that their interests as 
well as their bopm tend to a grand consolida- 
tion and the obliteratiun cf all names desig- 
nating tribes. 

S. G. Valier, of tbe (juamws, said in turn: 
“Friends and brother*: We of tbe tlie differ- 
ent Indian tribes are bore assembled to meet 
tbe G-mmisiuners from onr Great Father the 
Fn-sit’enL Our deVgates doii’t yet know follv 
wliat arc afscmbled lor. We hear what the 
CoiBnii sioners *a} ; l-nl as for u treaty, we have 
I pif.-ect no authority to euier' Into anv 
titatii.s I xrejit with our erring brethren of the 
.t< tub We will stF-rer more at iesK'-h another 
t;nie” 

Et ff'or-Lutka, of the Chickasaw*, said; 

‘■You, Mr. CommlFsloneis, have said a few 
words to us. We will say a few in reply. My 
agent wrote to m» to meet blm and other Com- 
nilFsicners bi^re. I live lour miles bevoml Fort 
Gibson. When we started we expected to meet 
ur S utbern l>rethren here and make some ar- 
Tav gtinenis with tbem. 1 beard when I arrived 
III it g lutnors that we came for another pur- 
] ose. and that we came not to meet the Soutb- 
tm Indians. It ie believed we came for some- 
thing else. 

"We r xt-Cf ted to hear great talk about things 
l-ctween us and the Siiuthern Indians. We 
w.-mted to know what tbe Great Father would 
do with bis red children who went with the 
South. We have seen nothing of the Sou' hern 
blotters — beard nothing from them. 

"We are glad to see you from our Great Father. 
We are willing to do what all the other tribes 
and tbe Commissioners agree to. 1 have nothing 
more to say.” 

Allred G. Griffin, ancther Chief Of the Chick- 
asaw*. said: 

* CoMwi-.sio!(vi{s; We are glad and thank 
God that be has sent men from onr Great Father, 
tbe Piesident at Washington. We bo|ie to agree. 
We are of tbe loyal Ctaickaaaws. We have al- 
wavs taken side's with the (Jovernment. We 
have snS'ered a great deal and gone through 
great trials. We escaped Southern tyranny; 
went far North among our grandfathers, and 
came far back again. We are tired and foot- 
sore. We have always stood by the law. We 
hang n]icn the laws of tbe Grtat Father, the 
lYeeident. We have always kept tbe laws and 
loved the GovemmenL 

"■We thongbt that wc would meet all our 
Sonttarn Indian lirotbers here. After we come 
and talk together we can't andersiaud one an- 
•itber. I could talk much. We have ail talked 
together before, and we know what we came 
for. Many here have been to Washington. I 
tave never been there. Thev have seen our 
Great Father and talked with hioL They knoiv 
'What be 'wants now. It is the same thing that 
we have been talking about among ourselves 
for lour years. Whatever tbe Government 
wants, we do. We will violate no treatiee. We 
stand by tbem and we aUctrys stand by our 
Great Father. We want to know what ia ex- 
]>ccud of us and what wc are here for. That 
is sll.’’ 

It will te seen by these speeches that the aji- 
peL'atiens Great Father and Grandfather are 
-ync-nymens. Some of the Indian orators n-e 
one and seme the other. They both refer to 
ibe PresidenL The Indian atn conceive of 
gcveminent onlv as s'mboiir.ed in oeegrevt 
chief or besd, and as the President appears to 
ibeui tbe 6 : eat Chief of tbe entire ration, they 
ca.l Lim the Great Faiher, or Grandfather. 
Tboee Irdiai s who have lieen to Wash'mgt n 
rtgard with mncL more rea^i-ct Uiau oUiers Ute 
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Great Father and those who come from him. 
Tley iiie siwsy s tieated kindly, of cour«e. li n- 
b.ed to seme extsnL are shown the magnitlcent 
edifices aliout the Capitol end by traveling 
through tbe States, witnessing the numbers 
that swarm the cities and the splendid build- 
ings that have sprung from the etforfs of the 
busy million?— thus they come back to their na- 
liens U: exf'Iain that the Great Father has untold 
strecclh in men and wealth, aad will cumpd 
whatever is right if he cannot seenre it throai;h 
kindncFS and fair tieatv. Tbe_ Commissioners, 
through Judge Cooley, tbe president, closed the 
session with the following remarks: 

“PiROTiiF.R*; The Comuilspioners have heard 
with interest the si’ceches of tbe several Chiefs. 
In order that 'on may more fully understand 
tbe wicbes of the Government respecting the 
future I'ondltion and relations of the Indian*, 
the Commissioners will to-morrow go into the 
subject at large. To the several important 
questions that nuay then be ]>re*ented we will 
expect full and definite atiswers from the tribes 
here re] 'repented, that tbe same mav be acted 
npon by ns and re]K>ited by us to the PresidenL 
Ail the questions and speeches made this C'.*ea- 
Ing ie<iuiring snswe s ind explanations will 
tlien I'c aiiFwcted in lull. 

‘ •'We arc expectin g delegates from yonr broth - 
«.rs who went South to arrive here on Monday 
next and take i>art in thii conncil. ’’ 

Srtnc other rcroai'ks were m.nde by other chief*, 
hnt all f cemed to he anxions to meet the rebel 
Indians before repl' lng t* the address. 

Just before the adjournment this morning — a 
fact that I neglecUd to mention in its turn — the 
Chiefs of the several de’egatiots were each pre- 
sented by Mr. Mix, of tht Indian Bureau, with 
a splendid silver-ribbed ]ipe. of the Fickey j>at- 
ent, and a lot of tobacco The Comm'isrioners 
and I>elegates smoked the pipe of ]>eace until 
the fnmee of tobacco taints every health 
breath of air in the (jonncll-Cbamber.

Th'is. h is be- 
lieved, is the plan which will be a’*>'ocatcd by 
President Johnson and by tbe members of the 
party which elected him, ».vcept the ultra- 
radical wing which will probably insist on 
negro suffrage as a pie-re'juesite to the resump- 
tion of full State ] owers and function*. 

This policy is already ndvocited bv the Wash- 
iiigton e lao'nicle. the Indiaiiapolis Journal, and 
msny t tier ieaditg Union papers. 

The negro-kating Dcmocrtcy— and this in- 
cludes :> large perl of that owe ])owcrful par- 
1- — will 0 ]>]K)ee this proiorifion, not because 
they are dtfirocs that the c*onth shon'd have a 
n presenia'.it'n to whicn they are not equinblv 
eutitUd. I'nt frem ''cxr that if this plan suetcefs 
the South wonld tbeiCB.''lvei> .dojit negro suC 
fiagc, ] artiy from selfish ctnaiuerati'tns and 
p.artiy ircm the well-known fi'-t that the *ntt]4- 
nthy to the negro 'is really grtater at the North 
than at the S mb. 

The Demo rac' , then, will lake another plan 
to seem e Stale equality— by amending the CPm- 
-titut'OU to that fkite pert nt only shall be In- 
dtided in the enumeration aud apportionment 
for Cengree*. 

I do not ])rop)OEe to advocate either plan in 
this articfa.^t simply to cal’ «he attention of? 
the citizens in the former slavehilding States to 
the Issne in the *ha]<« in which t will probably 
be presented. T1ie oolitical issie will then as- 
sume the curious phase of the interchange of 
the logical pcsiiions which tbe parties should 
occupy. The burden of complaht now against 
the Administration party U that it tends to too 
strong centralization. The Denocratlc p;irty 
in the days of Jefferson were tie State nghts 
men. Tbe doctrines of Jefferstn followed to 
their natural conclusion eetahlislEd the right of 
secession. Calhoun consistently followed tbe 
Democratic idea to its legitimate .-onclnsion, the 
right ot nalliflcalicn. Jackson, another Dem- 
ocrat, took the optposite ground. 

When the question of the Louiiana purchase 
agitated the people, the FedeivlLts logically 
ongbt to have proved it or the .tepublicans or 
Democrats to have opposed iL Jefferson him- 
self cor fes*ed this, admittiog tint bv necessity 
he occupied the Federal position, vbic)), strange- 
ly enongh, the Fedcrols opposed from the fear 
of a too great mutralization. 

In the coming contest we wlllprobably have 
the same anomalous condition o. parties. 

The Administration men wil' advocate tbe 
State rights idea that tbe queetioi of suffrage is 
wholly under the direction of the Slate, and 
cannot properly be a subject o: national poli- 
tics. 

Insisting oii the condition cnlv that rofert 
shiilt be the basis of representation they will take 
the strong State rights groeni that any State 
may allow tbe ballot to any tlxs it may think 
best, even to sending black aca to Congreas. 
Nor would it be strange if tiis doctrine suc- 
ceeds, that the first black representation in 
Congress would come from Souih Carolina 
The Democracy will take the Federal ground, 
defining that only white msn shall be allowed 
to vote for natiunal ])atposei!, :iud white per- 
son* only shall be counts in the enniiieratioiL 
The arguments ior and agtinit these plans 
are pretty evenly balanced as we look forward 
with pleasure to the keen aad sharp ]>olitical 
contest which the issue will soon dev^ore.
